Newell swore that be wouldn't 
lave hi* grate trodden down an;how, and 
covered np the hole again. This was too 
much for human cunority. Tbe crowd 
demanded a eight at the mysterious giant, 
and offered to raise money to pay for the 
destrnoi ion of crops. So u fiaaUy, natu- •- 
rally, though wholly unexpectedly, you 
know, came about that fifty cents wai 
charged as an admittance fee.
